Spaniards at Paglatuan. 


The Spanish also burned Pilar and 


massacred 500 natives. The insurgents 
are concentrating 'at Albay with the 
object of cutting off the retreat of num- 
erous Spaniards in the Camarinas 
province. 


A German cruisenhas been carrying 


dispatches from the captain general 
of the Visayas islands to the diitriot 
between Cebu and Iligan and tha Span- 
ish military depot in Mindanao.
